After these re- 
ports were published, the Jap- 
suese Legation at Peking has 
issued more than one denials, 
disclaiming any assistance that 
the Japanese Government bad 
rendered to Chang, and resesuring 
the public that Japan was msin- 
teaming a strictly neutral attitude 
towards the Chihl-Fengtien 
struggle. Whatever truth there 
was in theae reports and what- 
ever value there was in these 
denials, which we presume were 
made on good faith, one fact is 
commonly sckaowledged, even 
by the Japanese themselves, that 
is, the sympathy of Japanin the 
wer was not with the Chibli 
forces, but with the Fengtieo

‘After the fall of Changsiotien 
and Machang, the Japanese-con- 
ducted papers in Chins almost 
tnanimously attributed Chang’s 
defeat as atrategic retreat. Even 
when the Mukden forces retreat 
ec to Luanchow, the Japanese 
papers still maintained that 
Chsng was pot defeated and tbat 
he would make an overwhelming

The official reply given at 
Thursday’ meeting of the Legis- 
lative Council to the. Hon. Mr. 
Lowe's questions regarding the 
increased telephone charges did 
not throw much light on the 
situation. Mf. Lowe wanted to 
know if the Ipropoced increases 
wera sanctioned by the Govern- 
ment, and, if so, upon what 
factors they ware based. The 
Colonial Secretary stated the 
Proposed new rates w-re in con- 
formity with the agraement madr, 
hut, strange to say, hr did not 
explain the nature of the agrees 
ment. He could easily have 
done 80, because he admitted 
that the Government is now ins 
position to come to ® definite 
decision as to what are fair terms 
to offer the Company on the 
renewal of the licence under 
which it operates. : 

Mr. Lowe asked for papars to 
be aid on the Council table show- 
ing the nature of the negotiations 
between the Government and the 
Company, but all he was promis- 
ed was that the agreement would 
be so laid, after it hes been sign- 
ed. What possible value such 
a method of procedure can have 
The public 
wants to know the nature of the 
agreement fr forr itis signed. It 
can then judge whether it is fair 
and reasonable in its terms, and, 
if not, press for its revision. The 
mischief will be done once the 
agreement is signed. 


There is one other point on 
which we should Lave liked some 
enlightenment. In the course of 
the negotiations, the Government 
intimated to the Company that 
one of the terms of a renewal of 
the licence would ba that, after 
an jocrease of profit above a 
certain point, the charges to the 
public would hava to be reduced. 
Has that proviso been incorporat- 
ed in the agreement, and, if so, 
what is tho’ “certain point”? 
That, it seems to us, io view of 
reports we bave heard as to 
guaranteed dividends, is a very 
pertinent query, and one which 
Mr. Lowe might well put to the 
Government. As the Telspbone

China Famine Funds. 


Messrs. Thomson Brothers and | 


Stedman, of Tientsin, auditors of 
the international relief fund ia 
respect of the. famine that 
devastated Isrge parts of China 
in 1920 and 1921, have completed 
their task, and certified copies of 
the acconnts have beer circalat- 
ed. As the famine-relief opera- 
tions terminated in the spring of 
Iast year, it looks at first sight as 
if the audit has been conducted in 
somewhat leisurely fashion. The 
fact is that the auditors bad a big 
undertaking to face, the opera- 
tions exteodiog froin Shantuog 
in the East to Kansu in the North 
West, and they have done their 
task with thoroughness, members 
of their staff being occupied 
on the audit from March 
1921 till April of this year. The 
funds aggregated $17,359,633, the 
bulk of which, apart from 
$4,000,000 raised on the Customs, 


was donated by foreigners. Ameri- | 


ca was the Jargest subscriber, 
and Britishers also make a good 
showing, including $100,000 from 
this Colony. Contributions from 
Chinese appear to have been 
comparstively slight, and of these 
the largest came from Chinese 
abroad. Nine provincial com- 
mittees were utilised in the 
distribation of the relief, which 
toa large extent took the form 
of grain, while cash grants 
and famine relief work grants 
were also made, It would 
be interesting to have some 
psrticulars in relation to the last. 
named, as, for instance, the 
quantity of road-construction, 
but the auditors are only ‘con- 
cerned with the financiel side., 
The-provincial accounts aa, well 
as the head-office accounts wére 
allinvestigated. Genersiadmin- 
istration expenses were $241,495, 
thess being kept down-to 1.6 per 
cant., which Is creditable consider- 
ing the wide area. The carefally- 
audited accounts might serve’ as 
a model for the China Govern- 
ment famine-relief fund, raised 
out of railway and other surtaxes, 
and pbever yef, we believe, 
vouched in detail. ue ‘

SHORTAGE OF LIGHTERS AND 

LIGHTERMEN. 

In spite of the fact that the 
freight market in Kobo is gradurl- 
ly falling and that the shipping 
companies are trying to curtail 
expensas to the extreme, lighter- 
owners and stevedores are now 
demanding an increase in charges 
and fees. This is due to the 
shortage of lighters. During the 
boom, consignees were in great 
haate to get their cargoes and 
therefore there was oo difficulty 
about procuring lighters, however 
large the cargoes. The business 
depression, however, hss re- 
acted on the building of new ligh- 


‘liters, while consignees are in no- 


hurry to take delivery. Jn addi- 
tion, all the warehouses: are now 
full of goods-and some of the con- 
sigcees ate compelled to leave 
their cargo ip the lighters. Such- 
being the case, lighterage is now 
going up in inverse proportion to. 
the business depression. At the 
same time, tbe  stavedores, 
folly anderstanding the difficult 
position of the shipping com- 
panies, have redaced their wages. 
Compared with the time of the 
shipping boom, the wages of 
Niehtermen and lumpers are 30 or” 
25 per cant. lower, and they have 
great difficulty in making ends 
meat ss the prices of commodi- 
ties donot decline mech. 
The sbipping companies end 
consignees ere unable  to- 
carry oat any farther re- 
duction in the wages, however. 
bard shay may tryz to curtail 
expenses. Ata result many of 
the lightermen and lumpers are 
returning to their native places 
to engage it agricultural work, 
thas causing & sbortage of hands.
